December 12, 2022

The regular meeting of the Chase County Commissioners was called to order at 8:00
a.m. on Monday, December 12, 2022. Present are Commissioners Jacci Brown, Duane Dinnel,
Dennis Kunnemann and County Clerk Debra Clark.

Notice of the meeting had been published in the Imperial Republican. An agenda was
kept current and available in the office of the County Clerk. The agenda and open meeting act
are posted.

Jacci Brown moved to approve the minutes of the November 22" meeting. Duane
Dinnel seconded. Jacci-yes; Duane-yes; Dennis-abstained as he was absent from that meeting;
motion carried.

State has sent the year-end certification of county highway superintendent and signing
resolution. Dennis Kunnemann moved to approve Resolution 2022-30 authorizing the County
Board Chairperson to sign the year-end certification of county highway superintendent form(s).

RESOLUTION 2022-30
SIGNING OF THE YEAR-END CERTIFICATION OF COUNTY HIGHWAY SUPERINTENDENT 2022

Whereas: State of Nebraska Statutes, sections 39-2302, and 39-2501 through 39-2505 detail
the requirements that must be met in order for a county to qualify for an annual Incentive
Payment; and

Whereas: The State of Nebraska Department of Transportation (NDOT) requires that each
county must annually certify (by December 31° of each year) the appointment(s) of the County
Highway Superintendent(s) to the NDOT using the Year-End Certification of County Highway
Superintendent form; and

Whereas: The NDOT requires that such certification shall also include a copy of the
documentation of the county highway superintendent’s appointment, i.e., meeting minutes
showing the appointment of the County Highway Superintendent by their name as it appears
on their License (if applicable), their License Number (if applicable) and Class of License (if
applicable), the type of appointment, i.e., employed or under contract (consultant, or interlocal
agreement with another county and/or incorporated municipality), and the beginning date of
the appointment; and

Whereas: The NDOT also requires that such Year-End Certification of County Highway
Superintendent form shall be signed by the County Board Chairperson and shall include a copy
of a resolution of the County Board authorizing the signing of the Year-End Certification of
County Highway Superintendent form by the County Board Chairperson.

Be it resolved that the County Board Chairperson of Chase County is hereby authorized to sign
the attached Year-End Certification of County Highway Superintendent form(s).

Truck route discussion was held. Traffic counts were conducted and the highest counts
were on 741 Road. The board will get truck route signs ordered.

At 9:00 a.m. Matt Musgrove joined the meeting to review the hospital audit report with
the board. Matt left the meeting at 9:30 a.m.

Craig Loeffler joined the meeting. He is requesting six pagers for the ambulance. The
quote is $2808 for the six.

Craig indicated the Imperial ambulance volunteers wish to get paid in the same manner
as Wauneta. Their status will be volunteer with stipend and they will receive 1099s.

Jacci Brown moved to approve the purchase of the six pagers for $2808. Dennis
Kunnemann seconded. Jacci-yes; Dennis-yes; Duane-yes; motion carried.

Craig indicated they have put in for $150,000 grant for each ambulance service to help
with the purchase of new ambulance and Zoll equipment. He hopes to hear by January 30™".
This grant money would be coming from the Federal ARPA funds. Craig left the meeting at 9:40
a.m.

Court technology info from the State was reviewed. The board would like a
presentation by the State on their plans. They will be contacted to see if they can come to a
board meeting.

Trees and brush in the ditches was discussed. According to NIRMA the statute indicates
these are the responsibility of the land owners. Some counties handle this differently. We
need a county policy.

Duane Dinnel moved to follow statute in regard to trees and brush in ditches. Motion
died for lack of a second. This topic will advance to the next agenda.

Dennis Kunnemann moved to sign the Maximus Certificate of Cost Allocation Plan. Jacci
Brown seconded. Dennis-yes; Jacci-yes; Duane-yes; motion carried.

Jacci Brown moved to appoint Barb Hogsett to the Imperial Community Center board.
Dennis Kunnemann seconded. Jacci-yes; Dennis-yes; Duane-yes; motion carried.

Jacci Brown moved to designate the Imperial Republican as the official county
newspaper for 2023. Duane Dinnel seconded. Jacci-yes; Duane-yes; Dennis-yes; motion
carried.

The clerk presented a proposed holiday list for 2023. Discussion was held. Jacci Brown
moved to remove the Juneteenth and Arbor Day holidays and keep the holiday list the same as
2022. Duane Dinnel seconded. Jacci-yes; Duane-yes; Dennis-yes; motion carried.

Jacci Brown moved to approve the support and maintenance agreement with gWorks
for 911. Dennis Kunnemann seconded. Jacci-yes; Dennis-yes; Duane-yes; motion carried.

Dennis Kunnemann moved to approve the request to surplus the 2001 IBM Typewriter
(county tag 942) and 2012 2 door storage cabinet with lock (county tag 745) made by the
county attorney. Jacci Brown seconded. Dennis-yes; Jacci-yes; Duane-yes; motion carried.

The cabinet is being transferred to county court and the typewriter to the sheriff.

Hospital minutes for October and November were reviewed by the board.

Claims were reviewed. Jacci Brown moved to approve payment of claims as submitted.
Duane Dinnel seconded. Jacci-yes; Duane-yes; Dennis-yes; motion carried.
